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Washington, June 9.—The czar has 
at last been heard from here and the 
result Is not unfavorable to peace. In 
his recent audience with Mr. Meyer, 
he American ambassador, the czar 
Indicated a willingness to take under 
advisement the subject of peace and 
expressed a warm appreciation of the 
friendly words of Mr. Meyer, speaking 
as the personal envoy 
of the presi­ 
dent. 
The reception of Mr. Meyer was 
characterized by the greatest cordial­ 
ity and friendliness and the am bassa­ 
dor’s cablegram to the president giv­ 
ing a general account of the audience 
is of a distinctly hopeful tone. 
Mr. 
Meyer did not bring to the St. Peters­ 
burg government an offer of m edia­ 
tion 
but a "friendly 
offer of 
good 
will,” as it was described 
by Count 
Cassini, which apparently was gratify­ 
ing to the czar. 
Further than this it 
Is impossible to record the character 
of the cablegram. 
Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minis­ 
ter, 
called by 
appointment at. 
tho 
W hite House 
in the afternoon 
and 
ipent half an hour with the president. 
Ile was still unable to give the presi­ 
dent the slightest indication regard­ 
ing Japan’s peace terms, but it is be­ 
lieved he was acquainted in a general 
way 
with the 
hopeful tone 
of Mr. 
Meyer’s dispatch and with this as a 
lever the hope is expressed here th at 
the mikado will 
m eet the president 
half way in the earnest efforts he is 
making to assist in bringing about an 
early peace. 


Kaneko and Roosevelt Confer. 
Earlier 
in the 
afternoon 
Baron 
Kaneko, 
the Japanese financial 
ad­ 
viser, was received by the president 
and (finessed the whole situation for 
some time. 
Baron 
Kaneko at night 
said that Japan had not received di­ 
rectly or indirectly any request from 
Russia for a statem ent of peace terms. 
It was intimated that Japan would be 
loath to give any such statement until 
convinced that Russia was prepared 
to take up the question of peace with 
the intention of ending the war. 
Later in the afternoon Sir Mortimer 
Durand, the British ambassador, saw 
the president, 
and at night 
Baron 
Speck von Sternberg, Hie German am ­ 
bassador, was at the White House for 
nearly an hour. 
None of the callers 
would discuss their visits and it can 
be stated that with the exception of 
the call of Mr. T akahira none of these 
visits was of great importance. 
It is not expected that the situation 
will challie radically in the next day 
or two. 
Until some indication comes 
from Japan of her attitude in the light 
of the spirit shown by the czar the 
negotiations can hardly be expected 
to 
progress. 
Meantime 
powerful, 
though 
friendly, 
influence is 
being 
brought to bear on Japan to be m oder­ 
ate 
in her 
demands, 
It has 
been 
pointed out that Japan and Russia 
must always be close neighbors and 
that if Japan is unreasonable now in 
ber great triumph she might again be 
involved in war with Russia. 
W hat 
effect these representations may have 
on the mikado is of course only con­ 
jectural. 


Hopes Not Yet Realized. 


Strong hopes were entertained here 
In the 
highest circles that 
London 
could l>e relied on for active assist­ 
ance 
in counselling 
moderation 
to 
Japan. 
These 
hopes have not 
yet 
been realized, although information 
has been received that Great Britain 
will welcome peace. 
It is still hoped, 
however, that some assistance from 
th at quarter may yet be forthcoming. 
Berlin and P ails are both giving loyal 
assistance to the efforts initiated in 
Washington and the result of Berlin’s 
activity is already being* felt. 
Further instructions have been sent* 
Ambassador Meyer at St Petersburg, 
but their character is not known. 
Count Cassini, the Russian am bas­ 
sador, (ailed at the French embassy 
during the day, where he had a long 
talk on the situation with Ambassador 
Jussetr.n l. 
The Russian am bassador 
has not yet made an appointment with 
the president and it is impossible to 
obtain any information regarding the 
cablegrams that have reached the em­ 
bassy from St. Petersburg In the past 
twenty-four hours.

Attorney General Moody Renders an

of Attorney General Moody regarding 
the application of the eiglit-hour law 
on the Isthmus of Panam a was made 
public during the day. 
He holds that 
the act of Aug. I, 1892, which limits 
and restricts to eight hours the daily 
service of laborers and mechanics em­ 
ployed 
by 
the 
government 
of 
the 
United S tite s or by any contractor or 
subcontractor upon the public works 
of the United States, applies to the 
employment of laborers and mechanics 
in the 
construction of the 
Panam a 
canal. 
The 
act, 
however, the 
attorney 
holds, does not apply to the office force 
of the isthm us of Panama, or to any 
of the employes 
of the government 
who are not within the ordinary m ean­ 
ing of 
the words “laborers 
and m e­ 
chanics.” 
Also that the scope of the 
act is not limited 
by the territorial 
jurisdiction of congress, but is co-ex- 
tensive 
with the subject 
m atter to 
which it was directed, to-wit, the con­ 
duct 
of officers and 
agents of 
the 
United States in respect to the hours 
of labor of mechanics and laborers up­ 
on public works of the United States. 
Congress, he says, may fix the hours 
of labor upon 
all the works 
of the 
United States, 
wherever conducted, 
and make the law binding upon the 
officers 
of the United States, 
and, 
through the agency of contracts, upon 
all contracts with the United States.

opportunity for some compromise to 
be arranged, it is generally believed 
that the separation will be peacefully 
consummated. 
Then the only points 
of Interest will be as to what form of 
government Norway will adopt and as 
to the 
question of defense 
against 
Russia for which an offensive and 
defensive alliance 
between Norway 
and Sweden is considered essential. 
It is understood negotiations between 
the two countries will be instituted 
as soon 
as possible, especially 
on 
common economic questions. 


The Policy of Norway. 
Some politicians appear

foreign policy involving insecurity for 
Sweden and the necessity of great ex­ 
penditure for the fortification oi the 
western frontier.

Queen Sophia, Grown Prince Gustav 
and other members of the royal family 
appeared on a balcony of the (ast Ie 
and was greeted by the national an ­ 
them. which was sung by the enormous 
crowd, accompanied by brass bands. 
The king listened to a short address 
to which he replied in ti voice loud and 
clear, but 
shaken by 
emotion.

majesty assured his subjects of bis 
deep gratitude for

tions of love and in conclusion said: 
“Long live our ancient, glorious and 
loyal country, so good 
and so dear. 
Long live Sweden.”

ate others, but m any Florentines vers­ 
ed In the theory and practice of polite 
Alture came as well. The game of ii 
cab io <Mine tn Florence by w ay of 
Greece. 8 nil ct bing1 of the sort had fig­ 
ured among the less Important games 
at olympia. 
The principal Florentine 
ground was the Piazza di Santa Croce, 
where upon the wall of the Palazzo 
Giulio Parrlgl is still to be seen the disk 
from 
which 
the 
line dividing 
the 
ground was d ra w n across tin* open 
square. 
The ball was of leather, con­ 
taining an inflated bladder, and appar­ 
ently was the exact size, weight and 
shape of the Rugby ball of today. 
"II calclo consisted of a friendly con­ 
test between tw o equal sides of play­ 
ers called seldom azzura and schiera 
rossa—blues and reds. The num ber of 
players varied according to the size of 
the ground or the Importance of the en­ 
counter. In the Piazza di Santa Croce 
tile sides were tw enty to twenty-seven 
strong, while on the public open sports 
ground at Peretola they totaled as 
many as sixty each. 
Originally the 
players were required to be of noble or 
gentle blood or such as had gained dis­ 
tinction and rank in the profession of 
arms. Each m an had to be of unblem­ 
ished reputation and of graceful figure 
aud possessed of accomplished m an­ 
ners. 
"In addition to the actual players 
were 
presidents, 
standard 
bearers, 
Judges, an umpire, pages and other 
officials, all ‘without reproach, worthy 
of the city an I courteous In manner.’ 
The costumes of the players were 
tight fitting draw ers and tunics of 
silk, with feathered caps, all richly 
embroidered in gold and silver. Loather 
shoes were worn. 
The teams were di­ 
vided 
into 
four classes: 
Forwards, 
whose places were near the dl\iding 
lino and whose work was to keep the 
ball in play; halfbacks, stationed be­ 
hind the forwards, in order to return 
tho ball to play; three-quarter backs, 
who were strong kickers and play ed 
straight on the ball, and goal keepers, 
placed at the flags, or boundary, to 
stop the hall passing.”
